NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Board of Public Works. 


The Michigan Salt Works have advanced 
the price of salt one dollar and fifteen cents 
per barrel. 
General Kilpatrick Is lecturing in Illinois 
on Sherm an’s march to the sea. 
^The Illinois and Missouri rivers are very 
high, and muchdamage has been doue to the 
crops. In Illnlois many railroads have been 
flooded. 
Jim Mace and JoeQoss, celebrated English 
pugilists, have arrived In New York. Goss 
comes over to fight Allen again, as the last 
flghtended In a draw. 
Trade dollars advanced to ninety-five cents 
In San Francisco yesterday. 
The San Francisco Chronicle charges Admi­ 
ral Rogers, Chairman of the Spalding Court- 
martial, w ith being guiltyof the same charges 
aa Spalding. 
The Heruld'» W ashington special says that 
the Republican partisans in the Kllbourn 
m atter are trying to iorce a conflict between 
the House and the Court, which they finully 
hope may prove serious and Involve an out­ 
right act of force by the President. 
The Herald’s Washington special reiterates 
the story that tírant is strongly iu favor of 
Conkling,and says that he has Instructed his 
friends to support him , particularly in the 
South. 
The Tribune’s W ashington special says that 
Grant is understood to have lost faith in Bub- 
cock final!y, and has thrown him overboard. 
One of the first results Is said to be a request 
by the President to Bristow to discharge 
tw elve clerks In the Treasury Department, 
appointed at Babcock’s request. 
It Is generally believed that the President 
Will veto the bill reducing his salary. 
It has been known for some time thnt $247,­ 
000 of the first mortgage bonds of the Union 
' Paa'flc railway huve been missing. It has 
been found that these bonds ha-e gone into 
the hands of prom inent officers of the com­ 
pany. It Is now shown that the bonds were 
divided between Sydney Dillon, Ham and 
Crane. 
A dispatch dated at Alexandria. Saturday, 
says that reports have been received there 
that the Egyptian army has been surrounded 
by the Abysslnians and its situation Is criti­ 
cal. Abyssinia demands indem nity for the 
expenses of the wur. 
Belknap’s counsel has formally agreed to 
deny the Jurisdiction of the Im peachm ent 
Court. 
The Sun's W ashington correspondent says 
that the Winslow question between America 
and England was more serious than is gene­ 
rally believed. It is likely to lead to grave 
consequences. The governments are at a 
dead-lock. Neither is disposed to give way. 
The 7Tmej’Washington special declares that 
there is no truth in the story that Grant fa­ 
vors Conkling, and will use the patronage of 
the government for him. The President will 
remain entirely neutral. 
The recent charges against the Directors of 
the Napa Insane Asylum, alleging fraud in 
the construction of tho building and the let­ 
ting of the contracts, have prompted an In­ 
vestigation by the representatives 
of the 
press, which tends to show that while the 
building will probably cost complete not far 
flrom a million anda half instead of six hun­ 
dred thousand, as first estimated, the discrep­ 
ancy arises from the greatly increased size of 
the building over the original plan, and the 
substitution of different and more substan­ 
tial m aterial than was at first intended in tne 
details of coustruction, and not from any cor­ 
rupt practices on the part of the Board of Ar­ 
chitects or contractors. The structure seems 
to be fairly worth what It cost, but the plans 
have been carried out on an extravagant 
scale, and a much more superior building 
erected than was at first coutemplated. Dr. 
W ilkins, the resident physiclcn, who h»s vis­ 
ited 
the 
most 
noted 
asylums 
in 
America and Europe to gain Information on 
the subject, states that this is the most com­ 
plete and welt appointed institution of the 
kind In the world. 
The New York Sun professes to think that 
Blaine is not progressing as rapidly as form­ 
erly, and urges that Republicans cannot con 
slstenlly refuse to support Conklin, because 
the latter has been a steady unchanging ad­ 
vocate ofGrantlsm. 
Curtis, in Harper’s W eekly, epitomizes the 
motive of the anti-Conkling movement when 
be says that the fierce professions of reform 
with candidates, who are themselves constit­ 
uent parts of the thing reformed, will not car­ 
ry the country. 
The Tribune, without advocating Blaine, 
•ays the drift of the Republican sentim ent 
tends clearly to Blaine and Bristow. 
The Presidential campaign continues act­ 
ive at W ashington. The most magnificent 
current Indieation in the political world Is 
the surprising weakness of Morton in the 
South where his strength was especially sup­ 
posed to lie. Some of Morton’s friends attri­ 
bute to this to Administration work for Conk­ 
ling, hence their antagonism to the latter. 
Blaine Is constantly and surely gaining in 
strength more than 
any 
man who runs 
squarely with the Republican Party as dis­ 
tinguished from the Administration machine 
W hether he grows rapidly enough to secure 
the nominations remains to be seen, but his 
stock continues to rise now. Conkling too 
developes an improved strength, but noth­ 
ing promising to overcome the widespread 
conviction among clear headed men, that if 
nom inated nothing but the clearest Demo­ 
cratic folly could save the Republicans from 
defeat at the polls. 


A t the recent Republican primary 
election held in Anaheim one vote 
only was polled. 
It contained the 
name of but one delegate to the Coun­ 
ty Convention and the judges declared 
him unanimously elected. 


T h e Republicans of Los Angeles 
county met in convention yesterday 
and appointed a new County Com­ 
m ittee and elected delegates to the 
State Convention, to be held in Sacra­ 
mento on the 26th inst. The county 
was well represented and the conven­ 
tion as enthusiastic as an assemblage 
• f a party largely In the minority 
could hope to be. 


T h e Evening E xprés», started as a 
Republican paper and supported in 
>art by funds from the Republican 
bounty Committee, has been blowing 
tot and cold so long that no one has 
be slightest confidence in its political 
lonesty, and yesterday the Republi- 
lan County Convention endorsed the 
Evening Republican as the organ of 
he party in this part of the State. It 
s a severe blow on the straddlebuK 
across the way.

Now that the smoke and vapor con­ 
sequent 
ou 
the 
first 
rush 
and 
tussle over the Board of Public Works 
have floated away, and left the object 
of the struggle uubazed and uncloud­ 
ed, we may perhaps be enabled to 
take a calm, practical view of the 
matter and define in part what it is 
and what we may reasonably expect 
from it» 
The H e r a l d ba9 frequently 
had occasion to revert to the unsys­ 
tematic and too often bungling man­ 
ner iu which the public improvements 
of our city were conducted, and com­ 
plaints of useless expenditures and 
unsatisfactory work have, during the 
past few years, been of almost daily 
occurrence. 
These complaints have 
not been confined to thechronic growl­ 
ers and those who add nothing to the 
city’s funds. They have come from 
the property owners and tax-payers, 
and to assert that they were uncalled 
for and groundless, is simply to as­ 
sume what canuot be sustained by the 
facts. 
There have been too much 
change of grade ; too much raising 
and lowering of sidewalks ; too much 
worthless sew er; 
too much 
“ red 
gravel;” too much haphazard, let her 
rip, hit or miss style of improvement 
iu this city to successfully argue that 
everything has gone on for the best, 
and could not huve been done cheaper 
and better. 
The people complained, 
and they had a right not only to com­ 
plain but to take measures for remov­ 
ing the cause for complaint.

Boardof Public Works is a step toward

Hereafter all 
of our public 
improvements

be under the management of three 
practical, well-informed citizens who 
will not undertake a work until its 
practicability anil advisability is well 
considered, and when once undertaken 
it will be well and economically con­ 
ducted. We are assured of this be­ 
cause leaving the ability and integri­ 
ty of the members of the Board entirely 
out of the question, the bond of each 
for $50.(100 guarantees it. It is reason­ 
able to conclude that a business con­ 
ducted by three men who are bound 
by heavy bonds for a rigid perform­ 
ance of their duty, will be more satis­ 
factorily conducted thau if left to a 
dozen men who have all the other 
branches of the city government to 
attend to. 
We predict that before the 
Board is in ope; atiou one year the tax 
payers will realize its advantages and 
acknowledge the wisdom of its crea­ 
tion.

age of quite a number. 
W eareu ot 
surprised that the Express should at­ 
tack the H e r a l d in our absence. We 
have largely contributed to the defeat 
of its schemes for almost doubling 
the already heavy burden of taxation 
now heaped upon our people and its 
howlings are the natural expressions 
of the hyena that lias been unsuccess­ 
ful in an attempt to prey where such 
animals are neither admired nor tol­ 
erated.
